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Since we have been working all 
summer on the building formerly 
occupied by Jess Young Cleaners, 
the question asked most often seem s 
to be "when are you going to m ove,” 
or else it is "have you moved y et? ” 
The answer to the first, obviously, 
is no, and the answer to the second 
is —we don’t know. 
We were discussing our prog­ 
ress with Olin Amerson in the drug 
store the other day, when he asked 
if we knew yet when we were going 
to get moved. We told him the only 
thing we knew was that we were a 
day closer than we were the day be­ 
fore. 
He said, as a rancher, he was 
in the same position. He knew' that^ 
he had one day's less grazing than 
he had the day before and that he 
was one day closer to a rain but he 
just did not know when that 
day 
would be. 
If we had known that this sum­ 
mer was going to be so hot, it is 
doubtful we would have undertaken 
the job of remodeling a building at 
all. If things go right, it looks now 
like we will be moving the Herald 
and all of the equipment sometime 
around the first. 
We dread the thought of moving 
but it will be such a relief not to be 
remodeling that it may not be as bad 
as we think. 


It is possible that by the time 
this sees print the Legislature will 
have come up with a tax bill that can 
gain the approval of both houses and 
the governor. But it will be surpris­ 
ing if this happens, since the two 
houses seem to be taking different 
approaches to the problem. 
While the House seem s to favor 
direct consumer taxes such as the 
sales tax increase,the Senate leans 
more to hidden taxes that fall first 
on business. 
Since no one favors more taxes 
we can see where p o l i t i c a l l y it 
would be more popular to go for the 
hidden taxes than to pass a direct 
tax, but question 
the wisdom 
of 
this approach. 
No m a t t e r where the tax is 
placed the ultimate user is going to 
pay the tax bill in the long run and 
quite often by the time it gets to him 
it has been marked up a few' times 
so that not only does the state get 
its money but the middlemen also 
take their cut. 
The West Texas Chamber of 
C o m m e r c e Board of 
Directors 
passed a resolution this past week­ 
end endorsing direct or "open” tax­ 
es rather than indirector "hidden” 
taxes. They maintained that the ul­ 
timate payment of taxes is made by 
the people of Texas and they are en­ 
titled to be aware of and "know"the 
taxes w hich they are paying for the 
various state operations and ser­ 
vices.
